Washington — A 
desperate backstage 
tug-of-war has been taking place in Chile 
for the past two or three weeks to prevent 
President de los Rios from making his 
scheduled visit to the United States. 
Chief wire-pullers in 
this 
tug-of-war 
have been Axis agents, 
many 
of 
them 
working through pro-Axis 
Chilians 
and 
Argentines. They anticipated that 
Presi­ 
dent Rios' trip would lead definitely to a 
Chilean break with the Axis, leaving Ar­ 
gentina as the one country still on diplo­ 
matic 
speaking 
terms 
wMth 
Germany, 
Japan, and Italy. 


Until the last 
tw'o 
or 
three 
weeks 
President Rios did not take a very active 
interest in foreign affairs; saw everything 
through the prejudiced eyes of his F o r­ 
eign Minister, Barros Jarpa, a strong iso­ 
lationist. 


But the other day, young Nelson Rocke­ 
feller, head of the Cultural Committee for 
Latin America, called upon President Rios 
and gave him a first hand picture of the 
American attitude toxvard the war and to­ 
ward those countries which did not co­ 
operate toward winning the war. 
— HARMFUL GOSSIP SPREAD— 
Immediately after the Rockefeller visit 
all kinds of gossip spread along the dip­ 
lomatic grapevine as to how the 
young 
millionaire had bull-dozed the President 
of Chile, threatening him with dire con­ 
sequences if he did not break 
with 
the 
Axis. Chief spreader of this 
gossip 
was 
Foreign Minister Barros Jarpa, 
who 
re­ 
ported that President Bios was so miffed 
wMth Rockefeller that he virtually had de­ 
cided to cancel his trip. 
This story, however, seems 
to 
have 
been generously smeared with the Axis 
propaganda brush. Actually, Rockefeller's 
talk was frank and friendly. 
He pointed 
out. that 
the 
United 
States 
naturally 
would cooperate with those who cooperat­ 
ed with lier. But he made no threats 
Furthermore, President Rios seemed to 
appreciate his frankness. He had never re­ 
ceived a very clear picture 
of the situa­
